American Nazi friends, the Congressional 
Quislings have increased their activity.

Fish has introduced a bill which would 
make it impossible for the government to 
convict the 33 American Nazis (on the 
ground that their type of sedition is no 
crime). His bill would also make it prac- 
tically impossible for the government to pro- 
tect the Army from future Nazi propaganda. 

At the same time, the Dies-Kerr commit- 
tees in Congress, working for the same gang, 
are putting the heat on known anti-Fascist 
patriots, getting them fired from vital war 
agencies. 

Also, Dies is out to “get” the OWI be- 
cause its radio broadcasts are called “Com- 
munist” by Berlin. And what Berlin doesn’t 
like, Martin Dies doesn’t like either, it seems. 

So this is the picture—— 

Pro-Hitlerite forces getting bolder, reach- 
ing out to capture the government’s propa- 
ganda machinery, and trying to impose 
their appeaser line on the country. 

While tested enemies of Hitlerism are get- 
ting fired, or are being hounded as criminals. 


W KNOW why Fish is doing what he is. 

Fish is saying in Congress, where he 
has immunity, what the U. S. Army has 
found damaging to morale when it is said 
by “Little Nazis” like the 33 indicted sedi- 
tionists.
